On the sixth beach, near Seddul 
Behr, the troops could not advance. 
until evening, when a fine attack by 
the British infantry from the direc- 

' tion of Cape Tekeh relieved the pres- 

‘gure on their front. The arrange- 
ments for landing had been con- 
certed in the utmost detail between 
the fleet and the army. 

Result of First Day's Operation. 

The result of the first day’s opera- 
tions was the establishment of strong 
forces of British, Australasian and

Troops Fight With Fine Spirit. 
Meanwhile the Australian and New 
Zealand troops at .Sari Bair, who 
pushed on with the Utmost boldness, 
after the landing on the 25th had 
been engaged almost constantly with 
the enemy, who made strong, re- .

variably were repulsed. The Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand _ troops 
fought with a fine spirit of de- 
termination.

The French troops at Kum Kaleh 
also were four times strongly count- 
er attacked on the 2th, but retained 
all their positions. Five hundred 
Turks who, in the course of one of 
these counter-attacks, were cut off 
by the fire of the fleet were made 
prisoners. 

The operations of the landing army 
in the face of modern weapons 
under sea as well as on the land 
and in sptte of wire entanglements, 
and of land mines and deep pits 
with spikes at their bottoms, thus 
has been accomplished. 

The Admiral reports that the fleet 
is filled with intense admiration 
over the achievements of their mili- 
tary comrades. 

The casualties in the army neces- 
sarily have been heavy. The casual- 
ties in the fleet were not numer- 
ous. They appear to have been con- 
fined to torpedo boat destroyers and 
to beats’ crews engaged in landing 
operations, in which merchant cap- 
tains and officers and crews ‘of 
transports also have taken part.

Letter From Cardinal Gibbons. 

A letter from Cardinal Gibbons to

‘‘In several of the belligerent nations,” 
he said, “the sovereign has announced 
his abstinence from the use of liquor in 
order that his example may encourage 
his subjects to abstain. In this land 
where every citizen is a_ sovereign. 
should the individual be less concerned 
about the influence of his example?’ 

Hint on Political Attitude. 

A hint of Secretary Bryan's political 
attitude toward the liquor question 
came when he said: 

“All who labor in the cause of tem- 
perance seek to lessen the use of intoxi- 
cating liquor, some by persuading peo- 
ple not to drink, some by urging laws 
which will prevent the manufacture and 
sale of liquor, while still others divide 
their energies between the two lines o7 
work.

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TO DANIELS AS 70 
NAVY'S EFFICIENCY 


Representative Writing to W. H. 
Taft Asserts Secretary Failed 
to Answer Charges. 


WASHINGTON,’ May 1.—A letter, ad- 
dressed to former President Taft was 
made public here today by Representa- 
tive A. P. Gardner of Massachusetts. It 
Was written April 29, by Representative 
Gardner in reply to Secretary Daniels’ 
recent communication to President Gar- 


field of Williams College in dealing with 


the preparedness of the navy and in part 
is as follows: 

“T have received vour telegram of April 
°6th. You ask me to comment on the 
views of Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
as published in the morning papers of 
April 26th. 


“It appears that President Garfield of 
Williams College recently wrote to Mr. 
Waniels asking for an authoritative 
statement so that he might be in a po- 
sition to ‘meet the statements made by 
Representative Gardner of Massachu- 
setts, alleging that the United States is 
at present unprepared for military emer- 
gencies.’ 

“If Mr. Garfield of Williams was look- 
ing for an answer to my assertions, he 
was disappointed. In the course of his 
very long letter, the Secretary did not 
undertake to meet the assertions which 
IT have made, although he successfully 
met a good many assertions which I did 
not make—assertions, by the way, which 
no one outside a lunatic asylum would 
be likely to make. 

Scrap Heap Almost Unknown. 

“For instance, tie Secretary triumph- 
anily asserts and overwhelmingiv 
proves that the American Navy is larg- 
er and more abundantly equipped than 
e.er before. Inasmuch as the Ameri 
can navy has not been at war for li 
years, and as the scrap teap is almost 
“nknown in our military system, it 
did not take two newspaper columns to 
prove t!.at our navy and its equipment 
miust continue to increase so long as 
Congress continues to appropriate fcr 
them 

“Il assume that Fresident ‘arfield. like 
the rest of us, would have been glad to 
be told how our navy compares in size 
arné strength with foreign navies. I 
doubt very much whether he takes a 
consuming interest in a comparison be- 
tween our navy as it is under President 
Wilson and ovr navy as it was under 
Fvesident Taft or even under President 
fioosevelt. Yet that is cll the com- 
parison which was vouchsafed in the 
Secretary’s letter. 


“It really seems as if the comparison 
might have been a little misleading i? 
the Secretary had potnted out the fa>t 
that in the last two years of your asi - 
ministration the purse strings were he'd 
by a Democratic House f Representa- 
tives. 


A More Important Question, 

“Perhaps President Garfield might 
also have been interested to learn 
whether or not our naval experts thin« 
our navy sufficient for our defensy. 
To the average sorala mind like mv 
own that really seéms a more imporit- 
ant question than whether our preser. 
deplorable condition is tue fault of 
Mr. Meyer or Mr. Daniels, or the arch- 
angel Gabriel. Yet I can find no 
word in the Secretary's letter which r:- 
veals the fact that his official council 
of advisers, the general board of the 
navy,has solemnly warned him that our 
lack of naval policy has placed us n 
a positinn of inferiority of foreign na- 
tions, and that that inferiority is con- 
tinually increasing. 


“Tf President Garfie'ld is like the 
rest of us, he probably will be glad 
to learn whether or not our fighting 
ships meet modern conditions as td 
specd, whether or not our aircraft have 
kept pace with the improvements in the 
air fleets of the rest of the world, and 
whether or not our mines, torpedoes 
and amunition are sufficient in tie 
judgment in the ordnance offices of ths 
navy. Unless IT#am very much mis- 
taken the Secretary says not one worl 
about the all-important question of the 
speed or rather «he lack of speed -f 
our fighting ships\. He tells us that 
the situation as to mines and tor- 
pedoes and ammunition has vastly im- 
proved, which is of course the case, 
but he denies us definite figures as like- 
ly to betray important naval secrets. 

‘The Secretary’s mere assertion that 
our ships were in a position to make «a 
brave shewing against the Mexican 
navy and] the southwest wind at Vera 
Cruz will not stand for one moment 
against the positive views as to our un- 
readiness for war cxpressed by Com- 
mander Yarnell and Admiral Fisk, 
chief of cperations f the fleet. 

“Some of the particular assertions 
which £ have herecofore made, and 
which the Secretary entirely leaves un- 
answered, are these: 

Navy Totally Inadequate. 

“Are ve strong enough? It is the 
opinion of those best able to judge that 
our navy is totally inadequate for our 
defense. Ever since 193 the General 
Board has declared that we must have 
48 battleships less than 20 years old ‘n 
order to make us safe against the navy 


Great Britain. The General Board does 


not pretend that 48 battleships would 


be sufficient to protect us against En- 
giand's mighty navy. In addition, the 
General board tells us that we niust 
have 192 destroyers as well as other 
ships in certain proportions. Instead of 
48 battleships and 1% destroyers under 
20 vears old, we have at present, built 
and building, only 37 battleships and 63 
destroyers. 

“Speaking of submarines and the 
readiness of the navy for war, did y u 
notice the evidence of Commander Ster- 
ling. chief of the Atlantic submarine 
flotilla, before the Naval Committee las. 
December? It appears that early last 
November Admiral Fletcher ordered a 
gener mobilization of the Atlantic 
fleet. f The rendezvous was in Hampton 
roads ‘The newspapers stated that only 
one submarine out of 17 in the Atlantic 
fleet could dive. Congressman Roberts

AN BTHICAL INQUIRY. 

T has been said again and again 

| that it is as difficult to know the 

rigtit as to do the right. There are 
those who believe it is even more dif- 
ficult to know the right than to do it 
Some thinkers hkelieve that if we all 
knew what we really ought to do, we 
would do it more frequently than not. 
These problems in conduct are discusse’! 
in ‘What Ought I to Do?’’ by George 
Trumbull Ladd. The author has planned 
a series of books dealing with problems 
of human conduct. Some of these prod 
lems are closely bound up with human 
faith and the human will. The first 
bock of the series deals with the prob- 
lem of knowledge, its attainment ana 
its application in daily life. 

“What Ought I to Do?” is the second 
book of the series. It deals with one’s 
duties toward one’s fellow men and 
self. The central idea seems tobe thar 
all conduct has social consequences. If 
that be the case, then our conduct must 
be adjusted to the needs of the socia' 
order in which we live and have our 
teing. Without the soctal order we could 
net live. We must, ’/therefore, promote 
the social order, and must never by ou 
conduct hinder it. 

That the sanctions for the good life 
are not the same for all is intimated in 
the book. But, after all, the sanction; 
for right living are not of primary im- 
portance, although they are important 
factors. The real life is wnat counts. 
Dr. Ladd has written a rather interest- 
ing-book on a subject which might be 
made dry as dust in the hands of many 
writers on philosophic proble:ins. (Long- 
mans.) 


VISIONS AND REVISIONS. 


HAT John Cowper Powys aims 
WV at in ‘Visions and RKevisions,”’ 
his book of essays on great lit- 
erature, is to give reflection to the 
great figures in literature which have 
obsessed him. He does not attempt to 
weigh and judge them, deeming it rath- 
er beyond the right of a critic to apply 
his own esthetic principles and ethical 
convictions to the works of the masters. 
He undertakes to articulate his per- 
sonal vision of the various visions of 
various masters, revealing with all can- 
dor, if not at all times with all clear- 
ness, his ‘‘reactions’’ from this and that 
great one and this and that great oné’s 
moods. 
These are the men he undertakes to 
mirror: Rabelais, Dante, Shakspeare, 
El Greco, Milton, Charles Lamb, Dick- 
ens, Goethe, Matthew Arnold, Shelley, 
Keats, Nietzsche, Thomas Hardy, Wal- 


ter Pater, Dostolevsky, Edgar Allen, 
Poe and Walt Whitman. 

In the writings Of a number of these 
he explores deeply for profound im- 
moralities and discourses profoundly 
about them. One may be permitted to 
question whether the fact that they are 
there and that he finds them justifies 
the séarch and the discourse, however 
thorough the former and however prvu- 
found the latter. 

His attitude toward all is very well 
expressed by his attitude toward what 
he frankly terms the “‘manure heaps’’ 
of Rabelais. There is not the slightest 
reason, he says, to regret this thing or 
to expurgate it. Rabelais would not be 
Rabelais without it, just as life would 
not be life without it. And because life 
has its manure heaps, Rabelais may 
evel in their reek and Powys may 
mirror Rabelais. And this, because, as 
he urges, it is wisdom in us terrestrial 
mortals to make what imaginative use 
we can of every phase of our earthly 
condition. 

As with Rabelais, so with others, an 
attempt is made to impute greatness 
to abnormality.

CHINESE LABOR EXPERIMENT. 

CAREFUL and most useful study 
A as to the effect of Chinese labor 

and its effect on the labor prob- 
lem comes from the pen of Professor 
—. George Payne, who is connected 
with the Harris Teachers’ College of 
St. Louis. Dr. Payne bases his studies 
and observations on an experiment 
made fn ’Sotith’ Africa, where coolies 
were imported for the purpose of solv- 
ing certain labor problems. In this 
interesting economic study, “An Ex- 
periment in Alien Labor,’’ Dr. Payne 
clearly shows that lavor problems can- 
not be solved in this manner. He does 
not suggest any other solution, sinc 
it is not the intention of his survey to 
zo into labor’ disputes. He merely 
shows that the experiment undertaken 
by capitalists with the encouragement 
vf the Government in South Africa 
was a total failure. 

It has been proven by the experiment 
that while the coolie may appear docile 
and ox-like and therefore may not be 
troublesome as a laborer, he is unreli- 
able and unprofitable. Then, too, the 
Chinese coolies cannot be assimilated, 
and that in itself is one of the greatest 
disadvantages. No country cares to

Human beings should ‘have first 
consideration. Having found $15,000 to provide 


jfor the zoo animals, ‘surely the Mayor and Comp- 


troller can find at least the $10,000 asked by 
the anti-tuberculosis society to maintain a mod- 
est corps of visiting nurses.. The city should be- 
gin at once to do its share of the work of fight- 
ing the white plague. The scope of the work 
necessary to be done requires that the munici- 
pality undertake and support it. This is one of 
the purposes for which the Public Welfare De- 
partment was created. The work belongs.to it 
and no organization can command the means and 
the facilities at the disposal of the municipality, 
which for this reason can do the work more eco- 
nomically and _ efficiently. 

The local anti-tuberculosis society has been 
exceedingly useful. It aroused public interest and 
organized the ¢nti-tvberculosis movement. It 
has. carried the burden of campaigning and. be- 
ginning the actual effort to combat the disease. 
It cannot be expected to maintain the greater 
burden of inspection, nursing and hospital pro- 
vision necessary to exterminate the disease.

A feast for West End eyes is the “Hodiamont 
Civic Center,’ as pictured in the Future St. Louis 
Exhibit, on view at first at the city hall and later 
at 521 Olive street. 

It shows West Cabanne place and ‘waple ave- 
nue extended to the west for a mile or so into 
North University City and everything between 
the two streets as thus extended swept away or 
plowed under from Catalpa street west—ram- 
shackle car barns and car shops, saloons, trac- 
tion rail mazes, shabby dwellings, rookeries of 
all sorts.

Such possibilities as existing streets and 

physical features affofd have been ingen- 
lously utilized. To familiar with the 
present aspect of the locality, no better. object 
lesson could be provided on what city planning 
under trained direction means—on what it can 
do in transforming a commonplace neighborhood 
into a place of distinction and veritable delight. 
If it is shown thus attractively on the flat projec- 
tion of a colored map, what would the attractions 
of the reality be?

Mayor Kiel makes a justifiable complaint 

against the tests of the Efficiency Board in the! 

examinations of candidates for appointments. 

A competition for a medical position was so 
conducted that the years of practice of one candi- 
date counted for nothing and a candidate just out 
of school obtained the highest marks. Candi- 
dates for a place in the assessing office were asked 
how much a coal gas plant ought to be valued per 
unit of 1, 000, 000 cubic feet in capacity, a question 
cited as typical of questions asked in examinations 
generally. 

But Chief of Police Young also makes a com- 
plaint. This is to the effect that his men can’t 
spell. 

‘Many of their reports are an orthographic hash 
in which the names of persons and historic streets 
and familiar localities are scarcely recognizable. 
‘The disposition of police cases is difficult to trace 
because of variations in spelling indicating the 
use of different unauthorized cipher codes at each 
stage.

Admits Tuberculosis Danger, ate wit  Ask| 
Health Authorities to Issue Order 
Excluding the Public. 


Admitting the danger that animals in 
the Forest Park zoo might communicate 
tuberculosis to human beings, George 
E. Dieckman, president of the St. Lous 
Zoclogical Society, today told a Post- 


Dispatch reporter he would as the 
Hiealth Department to issue an order 
closing the main animal building to the 
public. 

Dieckman also sgid he had corferred 
with Dr. H. F. James, veterinarian of 
the zo, and that Dr. James had recom- 
mended extra precautions be taken to 
prevent the general public from con- 
tamination by the penred animals not 
confined in the anima: house. The vet- 
erinarian recommended that railings be 
claced inside the pens at a distance of 
eight or 10 feet from the outer fence. 

These railings would prevent ‘the 
animals ftom approaching close 
enough to the fenceg to endanger the 
visitors. Health Commissioner Stark- 
loff yesterday said tuberculosis 
might be spread as a result of the 
animals rubbing their noses against 
the fences and that children might 
contract the disease by petting the 
animals. 

Dieckman said that about a year 
ago he asked Bullding Commissioner 
McKelvey -to condemn the main anl- 
mal house of the zoo, so the public 
might be excluded from it. McKelvey, 
he said, refused to do this on the 
ground that the building was not 
actually unsafe and that it was not 
in his province to condemn a build- 
ing On ahy other ground. 

“I am glac to see tiie Health De- 
partment. has taken up the zoo prob- 
lem,’* gaid Dieckman. “It probably 
will result in better housing for the 
animnale. With healthy surroundings 
the zo» anirrals would not develop tu- 
berculosis. 

“I have heen informed that one or 
‘he buffaloes is now the only animal 


suffering from the —— but it. Is 


true that there aave been many deaths 
from tuberculosia in the zoo witam 
the last few years. 

“The main antmal house, a small 
frame structure, undoubtedly ‘s insan- 
itary and I think the public should te 
excluded from it.” 

At yesterday's session of the Roard 
of Aldermen Mayor Kiel introduced a 
hill to provide.a $15,000 appropriation 
for ireprovmg conditions at <he z00. 
The Zoological Enciety had asked fer 
$00,040. If the money is appropriated 
the greater part of it will be used in 
constructing a new enimal house.
